carefully, you have noted a 
lot of talk lately about 
something called the Connally 
Reservation. The Connally 
Reservation is named after 
former Senator Tom Connally 
of Texas. It is part of the 
treaty by which the Senate 
approved our participation in 
the United Nations and its 
various agencies more than a 
dozen years ago. The Connally 
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Reservation applies especial- 
ly to a United Nations agency 
known as the World Court - or 
to giveitits exact but inac- 
curate name, the International 
Court of Justice. The pur- 
pose of the Connally Reserva- 
tion is to prevent a busybody 
UN agency in Geneva, which 
calls itself a court, from 
bringing Americans to trial 
and then telling us how to 
handle what we consider pure- 
ly domestic American prob- 
lems. In other words, the 
Connally Reservation is de- 
signed to keep safely in our 
hands the right to decide 
what are American issues to 
be settled in the American 
way -— and not by a United 
Nations kangaroo cqurt over 
in Switzerland. 


For a long time a drive has 
been under way to wipe out 
this safeguard of American 
rights and sovereignty. The 
drive is carried on by a lot 
of fuzzy-minded one-worlders 
and do-gooders — to whom, I 
am sorry to say, President 
Eisenhower has lent his sup- 
port. Most of these people 
have lofty and noble motives. 
But another group who would 
like to see the Connally 
Reservation killed is the 
Reds. And their motives are 
neither lofty nor noble. 
Their purpose is to get the 
United States before a so- 
called international bar of 
justice in which some of the 
judges are stooges of the 
communists. What kind of jus- 
tice could we expect from 
such a court? The judges of 
this World Court are picked 
by the Security Council and 
General Assembly of the United 
Nations. At the present time, 
two of the judges are repre- 
sentatives of communist 
nations. Even some of the 
other judges come from coun- 
tries which have no conception 
of the American system of 
law and justice. 

In any case, at the Ameri- 
can Bar Association meeting a 
massive effort was made to 
get the Association to demand 
repeal of the Connally safe- 








guard. Unfortunately, the 
effort was successful, but 
the vote was very close. It 
was 114 for repeal of the 
Connally Heservation, and 107 
for keeping the safeguard - 
a majority of only seven 
votes for repeal. This was 
achieved only after a terri- 
fic battle in which the one- 
worlders brought up their 
biggest guns. There was an 
address by President KEisen- 
hower, for instance, and the

UN DANGERS 


Meantime, the problem of 
our entanglement in the United 
Nations remains. Nothing 
points up better the great 
dangers we face than recent 
events in the Congo. It may 
look on the surface as though 
the United Nations had really 
finally done a job there. But 
what actually happened? The 
UN acted - against whom? 
Only against Belgium, whose 
great crime was that it gave 
the Congo its independence. 
And what was the effect of 
the UN action? It lent sup- 
port to a savage ex-jailbird 
named Lumumba who throws 
kisses to Voscow; and slapped 
in the face the province of 
Katanga and its leader - the 
only pro-western province in 


having the Attorney General, 
the UVeputy Attorney General 
and the Solicitor General of 
the United States appear on 
the floor and vote.

“We are faced with one of the most disturbing trends that 
I have witnessed in my years in law enforcement — an over- 
zealous pity for the criminal and an equivalent disregard 
for his victim. 

“This dangerous tendency is inherent in the various theo- 
ries and systems now being suggested, many of which are aimed 
at making sweeping changes in our established methods of 
dealing with the lawless. A continual study of all practices 
is a necessity, for there is no progress in a static society, 
but every conceivable angle must be considered before re- 
visions are made. 

“Americans are noted for favoring the ‘underdog.’ But all 
too often we have witnessed a ‘mad dog’ transformed into an 
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‘underdog’ by certain people who quickly forget or choose to 
ignore the great suffering by innocent victims of hardened 
and professional criminals. 

“It is imperative that every honest effort be made to re- 
habilitate those individuals who have strayed from lawful 
ways. But must the American people, and especially the law 
enforcement officer, continually be forced into a type of 
Russian roulette by a distorted philosophy which places con- 
cern for the criminal above the welfare of society, and time 
after time releases men who have demonstrated nothing but 
contempt for our laws?
